James G. Blaine having received a majority of all the votes given, 
was declared by the Clerk duly elected Speaker of the House of Eepre- 
sentatives for the Forty-second Congress. 

The Speaker- elect having been conducted to the chair by Mr. Poland 
and Mr. Morgan, after a brief address to the House, the oath prescribed 
by the Constitution of the United States and the act of July 2, 1862, 
was administered to him by Mr. Dawes, one of the Eepresentatives 
from the State of Massachusetts; 

And thereupon, 

The Speaker-elect entered upon the duties of his office. 

A similar oath to that administered to himself was then administered 
to all of the foregoing-named members except Mr. Critcher, Mr. Duke, , 
Mr. Harris, Mr. Braxton, and Mr. Terry, /rom the State of Virginia; 
Mr. Thomas, Mr. Waddell, Mr. Leach, Mr. Shober, and Mr. Harper, 
from the State of North Carolina; Mr. Mclntyre, Mr. Whiteley, Mr.

Mr. Lewis, /row ths State of Kentucky; Mr. Butler, Mr. Bright, Mr. Gol- 
laday, Mr. Whitthorne, Mr. Caldwell, Mr. Vaughan, and Mr. Maynard, 
from the State of Tennessee; and Mr. Clarke, /rom the State of New York. 

The special oath prescribed by the act of July 11, 18(>8, was then 
administered to all of the last-named members except Mr. Clarke, of 
Kew York, who was absent, and the members from the States of Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, and Mr. Waddell, of North Carolina, to the 
swearing in of whom objection was made. 

Mr. Stevenson moved that the credentials of the members-elect from 
the State of Tennessee, together with a remonstrance of W. F. Prosser 
against their admission to seats, be referred to the Committee of Elec- 
tions. 

Pending which, 

Mr. Bingham moved to amend the same by adding thereto ''and that 
the said members-elect be note stcorn in;^ which motion was agreed to. 

The motion of Mr. Stevenson, as amended, was then agreed to; 

And thereupon. 

The said members-elect appeared, and Mr. Maynard, Mr. Garrett, and 
Mr. Vaughan having taken the oath prescribed by the act of July 2, 
1862, and Mr. Butler, Mr. Bright, Mr. Golladay, Mr. Whitthorne, and 
Mr. Caldwell having taken the oath prescribed by the act of July 11, 
1868, they took their seats in the House. 
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Mr. Biugham moved that the credentials of the members-elect from 
the State of Mississippi be referred to the Committee of Elections, and 
that they now be sworn in.

It may be expedient to provide that such law as shall be passed in pur- 
suance of this recommendation shall expire at the end of the next ses- 
sion of Congress. There is no other subject upon which I would recom- 
mend legislation during the present Congress.

A message in writing was received from the President of the United 
States, by Mr. Porter, his private secretary, which was handed in at 
the Speaker's table. 

Subsequently, 

The Speaker laid the said message before the House, as follows, viz; 

To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

I have the honor to submit herewith to the two Houses of Congress the 
report of the commissioners appointed in pursuance of joint resolution 
approved January 12, 1871. 

It will be observed that this report more than sustains all that I have 
heretofore said in regard to the productiveness and healthfulness of the 
republic of San Domingo, of the unanimity of the people for annexa- 
tion to the United States, and of their peaceable character. 

It is due to the public, as it certainly is to myself, that I should here 
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give all the circumstances which first led to the negolfatioii of a treaty 
for the annexation of the republic of San Domingo to the United States. 

When I accepted the ardjmHiis and responsible x>osition which I now 
hold, I did not dfi^^^r of instituting any steps for the acquisition of 
insnlar poss^s^ous. I believed, however, that our institutions were 
broad enough to extend over the entire continent as rapidly as other 
peoples might desire to bring themselves under our protection. I 
beUeved further that we should not permit any independent govern- 
mcDt within the limits of iN'orth. America to pass from a condition of 
independence to one of ownership or protection under a European 
power. 

Soon after my inauguration as President I was waited upon by an 
agent of President Baez with a proposition to iannex the republic of 
San Domingo to the United States. This gentleman represented the 
capacity of the island, the desire of the people, and their character and 
habits, about as they have been described by the commissioners, whose 
report accompanies this message. He stated further that, being weak 
in numbers and poor in purse, they were not capable of developing 
their great resources 5 that the people had no incentive to industry on 
account of lack of protection for their accumulations; and that, if not 
accepted by the United States — with institutions which they loved 
above those of any other nation — they would be compelled to seek pro- 
tection elsewhere. To these statements I made no reply, and gave no 
indication of what I thought of the proposition. In the course of time 
I was waited upon by a second gentleman from San Domingo, who 
made the same representations, and who was received in like manner. 

In view of the facts which had been laid before me, and with an earn- 
est desire to maintain the " Monroe doctrine," I believed that I would 
be derelict in my duty if I did not take measures to ascertain the exact 
wish of the government and inhabitants of the republic of San Do- 
mingo in regard to annexation, and communicate the information to 
the people of the United States. Under the attending circumstances 
I felt that if I turned a deaf ear to this appeal I might, in the future, 
be justly charged with a flagrant neglect of the public interests and 
an utter disregard of the welfare of a down-trodden race praying for 
the blessings of a free and strong government, and for protection in 
the enjoyment of the fruits of their own industry. 

Those opponents of annexation who have heretofore professed to be 
preeminently the friends of the rights of man I believed would be my 
most violent assailants if I neglected so clear a duty. Accordingly, 
after having ap[)ointed a commissioner to visit the island, who declined 
on account of sickness, I selected a second gentleman, in whose ca- 
pacity, judgment, and integrity I had, and have yet, the most unbounded 
confidence. 

He visited San Domingo, not to secure or hasten annexation, but, 
unprejudiced and unbiased, to learn all the facts about the govern- 
ment, the people, and the resources of that republic. He went cer- 
tainly as well prepared to make an unfavorable report as a favorable 
one, if the facts warranted it. His report fully corroborated the views 
of previous commissioners, and upon its receipt I felt that a sense ot 
duty and a due regard for our great national interests required me to 
negotiate a treaty for the acquisition of the republic of San Domingo. 

As soon as it became publicly known that such a treaty had been 
negotiated, the attention of the country was occupied with allegations 
calculated to prejudice the merits of the case, and with aspersions 
upon those whose duty had connected them with it. Amid the pub- 
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lie excitement ttas enftted, the treaty failed to receive the requisite 
two-thirds vote of the 8%mimf and waB rejected^ bat whether the 
action of that body was basea whoDy iq^a the merits of the treaty, 
dr might not have been, in some degree, infltwttoed by sach unfoanded 
allegations, coald not be known by the people, becniise tlie debates of 
the Senate in secret session are not published. 

Under these circamstauces I deemed it dne to the office wht^I 
hold, and due to the charact<er of the agents who had been charged 
with the investigation, that such proceedings should be had as would 
enable the people to know the truth. A commission was therefore 
constituted, under authority of Congi*ess, consisting of gentlemen 
selected with special reference to their high character and capacity for 
the laborious work intrusted to them, who were instructed to visit the 
spot and report upon the facts. Other eminent citizens were requested to 
accompany the commission in order that the i>eople might have the 
benefit of their views. Students of science and correspondents of the 
press, without regard to political opinions, were invited to join the ex- 
pedition, and their numbers were limited only by the capacity of the 
vessel. 

The mere rejection by the Senate of a treaty negotiated by the Pres- 
ident only indicates a difference of opinion between two coordinate 
departments of the Government, without touching the character or 
wounding the pride of either. But when such rejection takes place si- 
multaneously with charges openly made of corruption on the part of the 
President, or those employed by him, the case is different. Indeed, in 
such case the honor of the nation demands investigation. This has 
been accomplished by the report of the commissioners herewith trans- 
mitted, and which fully vindicates the purity of the motives and action 
of those who represented the United States in the negotiation. 

And now my task is finished, and with it ends all personal solicitude 
npon the subject. My duty being done, yours begins; and I gladly 
hand over the whole matter to the judgment of the American x>eople, 
and of their representatives in Congress assembled. ' The facts will now 
be spread before the country, and a decision rendered by that tribunal 
whose convictions so seldom err, and against whose will I have no policy 
to enforce. My opinion remains unchanged; indeed, it is confirmed by 
the report that the interests of our country and of San Domingo ahke 
invite the annexation of that republic. 

In view of the difference of opinion upon this subject, I suggest that 
no action be taken at the present session beyond the printing and gen- 
eral dissemination of the report. Before the next session of Congress 
the i>eople will have considered the subject and formed an intelligent 
opinion concerning it ; to which opinion, deliberately made up, it will 
be the duty of every department of the Government to give heed, and 
no one will more cheerfully conform to it than myself. It is not only 
the theory of our Constitution that the will of the people, constitu- 
tionally expressed, is the supreme law, but I have ever believed that 
** all men are wiser than any one man f and if the people, upon a full 
presentation of the facts, shall decide that the annexation of the re- 
public is not desirable, every department of the Government ought to 
acquiesce in that decision. 

In again submitting to Congress a subject upon which public senti- 
ment has been divided, and which has been made the occasion of 
acrimonious debates in Congress, as well as of unjust aspersions else- 
where, I may, I trusty be indulged in a single remark. 

]^o man could hoj)$i to perform duties so delicate and responsible as 
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to the presidential office without sometinip^ incurring the hos- 
tility of those who deem their opinions and wishes treated with insnf* 
ficient consideration ; and he who undertakes to conduct the affairs of a 
great govemment as a faithfid public servant, if sustained by the ap- 
proval of his own conscience, may rely with confidence upon the candor 
airtl intelligence of a free people, whose best interests he has striven to 
sabserve, and can bear with patience the censure of disappointed men.

ment, or the person out of whose property said judgment shall have heen 
satisfied, as tJie case may he, may recover the full amount of said judgment, 
costs, and interest from any person or persons engaged as principal or ac- 
cessory in such riot, in an action, in any court of competent jurisdiction,

The House of Eepresentatives recede from its disagreement to 
the amendment of the Senate numbered 3, on the second page and 
twentieth line thereof, and agree to the same with the modification fol- 
lowing, to wit : Strike out all said Senate amendment in that line, and 
insert the same after the word 'office,' in line 21 of the same page, in 
the words following i ' or to injure Ms person while engaged in the lawful 
discharge of the duties of his office j or to injure his property so as to molest^ 
interrupt, hinder, or impede him in the discharge of his official dutyf and 
that the Senate agree to the same. 

" Second. That the House of Eepresentatives recede from its disagree- 
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ment to the eighteenth amendment of the Senate, being on page 7 of 
said bill, and agree to the same. 

*' Third. That the House of Representatives recede from its disagree- 
ment to the twentieth amendment of the Senate to said bill, being on

to pay full compensation to the person or persons damnified by suoh offense, 
if living, or to his widow or legal representative, ifdeaid; andsuoh compen- 
sation may be recovered in an aotion on the case by suoh person or his rep- 
resentative in any court of the United States of competent jurisdiction in 
the district in which tlie offense was committed^ suoh aotion to be in the 
name of the person, injured, or his legal representative, and against said coun- 
iy, city, or parish ; and in which aotion any of the parties committing such 
acte m^y be joined as defendants. And any payment of any judgment, or 
jKirt thereof, unsatisfied, recovered by the plaintiff in such action, may, if 
not satisfied by the individual defendant therein within two months next 
after the recovery of such judgment upon execution duly issued against such 
individual defendant in such judgment, and returned unsatisfied, in tchole 
or in part, be enforced against such county, city, or parish by execution, 
attachment, mandamus, garnishment, or any otJier proceeding in aid of exe- 
cution or applieable to the enforcement of judgments against municipal cor- 
porations ; and such judgment shall be a lien as well upon all moneys in the 
treasury of such county, city, or parish, as upon the other property thereof 
And the court in any such action may, on motion, cause additional parties to 
be made therein prior to issue joined, to the end that justice may be done. 
And the said county^ city, or parish may recover the full amount of such 
judgment^ by it paid, with costs and interest, from any person or persons 
engaged as principal or accessory in su>ch riot, in an aotion in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. And such county, city, or parish, so paying, shall 
olso be subrogated to all tlie plaintiff^ s rights under such judgment;^ and 
that the same stand as section 6 of the said bill, and that section 6 stand 
as section 5, and that section 5 be transferred to the end of the bill as 
section 7.

And he it further enacted^ That if any person or persons having 
Icnowledge that any of the wrongs conspired to he done and mentioned in the 
second section of this act are ahout to he committed^ and having power to 
prevetitj or aid in preventing the same^ shall neglect or refuse so to dOj and 
sueh icrongful act shall he committed^ such person or persons shall he liahle 
to the person injured^ or his legal representatives^ for all damages caused hy 
any such icrongful act^ ichich such first-named person or persons^ hy reason- 
(Me diligence^ could have prevented ; and. such damages may he recovered in 
Oft action on the case in the proper circuit court of the United States ; and 
any number of jyersons guilty of such icrongful neglect or refusal may he 
joined as defendants in such action : Provided^ That such a<ition shall he 
commenced within one year after such cause of action shall have a^rued.

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STANDING RULES AND ORPERS 

FOR CONDUCTING BUSINESS IN 

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES 

At the close of the first session of the Forty-second Congress, 



TOUCHING THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 

1. He shall take the chair every clay precisely at the hour to which 
the Honse shall have adjourned" on the preceding day; shall immedi- 
ately call the members to order; and, on the appearance of a quorum, 
shaU cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. — April 7, 1789. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points of order 
in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose; 
and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House 
by any two members — April 7, 1789; on which appeal no member shall 
speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. — December 23, 1811. 

3. He shiill rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. — April 7, 
1789. 

i Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: "As many 
as are of oiunion that (as the question may be) say Ay;" and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As many as are of the contrary opinion 
say Jb." If the Speaker doubt, or a division be called for, the House 
sliall decide; those in the affirmative of the question shall first rise from 
their seats, and afterward tbose in the negative. K the Speaker still 
doubt, or a count be required by at least one-fifth of a quorum of the 
members, the Speaker shall name two members, one from each side, to 
teU the members in the affirmative and negative; which being reported, 
lie shall rise and state the decision to the House. — March 16, 1860. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is read. 
He shall have a general direction of the hall, and the unappropriated 
rooms in that part of the Capitol assigned to the House shall be subject 
to his order and disposal, until the further order of the House. He shall 
have a right to name any member to perform the duties of the Chair, 
but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. — Decem- 
ber 23, 1811, and May 26, 1821. 

6. No person shall be permitted to perform divine service in the cham- 
ber occupied by the House of Kepresentatives, unless with the consent 
of the Speaker.— Jfrty 19, 1804. 

7. In all cases of ballot by the House the Speaker shall vote; in other 
cases he shall not be required to vote, unless the House be equally 
divided, or unless his vote, if given to the minority, will make the divis- 
ion equal; and in case of such equal division the question shall be 
hst^April 7, 1789. 
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8. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by the 
Speaker; and all writs, warrants, and sabpcenas issued by order of the 
House shall be under his hand and seal, attested by the Clerk. — N'ovem- 
her 13, 1794. 

9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries or 
lobby, the Speaker (or chairman of the Committee of the Whole House) 
shall have power to order the same to be cleared. — March 14, 1794. 

^OF THE CLERK AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

10. There shall be elected at the commencement of each Congress, to 
continue in ofl&ce until their successors are appointed, a Clerk, Sergeant- 
at-arms. Doorkeeper, and Postmaster, each of whom shall take an oath 
for the true and faithful discharge of the duties of his ofl&ce, to the best 
of his knowledge and abilities, and to keep the secrets of the Housej 
and the appointees of the Doorkeeper and Postmaster shall be subject 
to the approval of the Speaker; and in all cases of election by the House 
of its officers, the vote shall be taken viva voce, — March 16, 1860. 

11. In all cases where other than members of the House may be ehgi- 
ble to an office by the election of the House, there shall be a previous 
nomination. — April 7, 1789. 

12. In all other cases of ballot than Tor committees, a majority of the 
votes given shall be necessary to an election; and where there shall not 
be such a majority on the first ballot, the ballots shall be repeated until 
a majority be obtained. — April 7, 1789. And in all ballotings blanks 
shall be rejected and not taken into the count in enumeration of votes 
or reported by the tellers. — September 15, 1837. 

13. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to make and cause to be printed, 
and delivered to each member, at the commencement of every session of 
Congress, a list of the reports which it is the duty of any officer or 
Department of the Government to make to Congress; referring to the 
act or resolution, and page of the volume of the laws or journal in which 
it may be contained ; and placing under the name of each officer the list 
of reports required of him to be made, and the time when the report 
may be expected. — March 13, 1822. 

14. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the House, at the end of each 
session, to send a printed copy of the journals thereof to the executive 
and to each branch of the legislature of every State. — November 13, 1794. 

15. All questions of order shall be noted by the Clerk with the decis- 
ion, and put together at the end of the journal of every session. — Decem- 
ber 23, 1811. 

16. The Clerk shall, within thirty days after the close of each session 
of Congress, cause to be completed the printing and primary distribu- 
tion, to members and delegates, of the Journal of the House, together 
with an accurate index to the same. — June 18, 1832. 

17. There shall be retained in the library of the Clerk's office, for the 
use of the members there, and not to be withdrawn therefrom, two 
copies of all the books and printed documents deposited in the library.— 
Decemlyer 22, 1826. 

18. The Clerk shall have preserved for each member of the House an 
extra copy, in good binding, of all the documents -printed by order of 
either house at each future session of Congress. — February 9, 1831. 

19. The Clerk shall make a weekly statement of the resolutions ana 
bills (Senate bills inclusive) upon the Speaker's table, accompanied with 
a brief reference to the orders and proceedings of the House upon eacfl? 
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and the date of such orders and proceedings ; which statement shall be 
printed for the use of the members. — April 21, 1836. 

20. The Clerk shall cause an index to be prepared to the acts passed 
at every session of Congress, and to be printed and bound with the 
acts.— t/uZy 4, 1832. 

21. All contracts, bargains, or agreements, relative to the furnishing 
any matter or thing, or for the performance of any labor for the House 
of Kepresentatives, shall be made with the Clerk, or approved by him, 
before any allowance shall be made therefor by the Committee on 
Accounts. — January 30, 1846. 

22. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms to attend the House 
daring its sittings; to aid in the enforcement of order j under the direction 
of the Speaker; to execute the commands of the House, from time to 
time, together with all such process, issued by authority thereof, as shall 
be directed to him by the Speaker. — April 14, 1789. 

23. The symbol of his oflBice (the mace) shall be borne by the Sergeant- 
at-arms when in the execution of his office. — April 14, 1789. 

24. The fees of the Sergeant-at-arms shall be, for every arrest, the sum 
of two dollars; for each day's custody and releasement, one dollar; and 
lor traveling expenses for himself or a special messenger, going and 
returning, one-tenth of a dollar for each mile — April 14, 1789 — ^necessa- 
rily and actually traveled by such officer or other person in the execu- 
tion of such precept or summons. — March 19, 1860. 

25. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms to keep the accounts 
for pay and mileage of members, to prepare checks, and, if required to 
do so, to draw the money on such checks for the members, (the same 
being previously signed by the Speaker and indorsed by the member,) 
and pay over the same to the member entitled thereto. — April 4, 1838. 

26. The Sergeant-at-arms shall give bond, with surety, to the United 
States, in a sum not less than five nor more than ten thousand dollars, 
at the discretion of the Speaker, and with such surety as the Speaker 
maj approve, faithfully to account for the money coming into his hands 
for the pa^ of members. — April 4, 1838. 

27. The Doorkeeper shall execute strictly the 134th and 135th rules, 
relative to the privilege of the hall — March 1, 1838 — and he shall be 
required, at the commencement and close of each session of Congress, to 
take an inventory of all the furniture, books, and other public property 
in the several committee and other rooms under his charge, and shall 
report the same to the House; which report shall be referred to the 
Committee on Accounts, who shall determine the amount for which he 
shall be held liable for missing articles. — March 2, 1865. It is the duty 
of the Doorkeeper, ten minutes before the hour for the meeting of the 
House each day, to see that the floor is cleared of all persons except 
those privileged to remain during the session of the House. — March 31, 
1869. 

28. The Postmaster shall superintend the post office kept in the Capi- 
tol for the accommodation of the members. — April 4, 1838. 

OF THE MEMBERS. 

20. !S^o member shall vote on any question in the event of which he 
is immediately and particularly interested, or in any case where he was 
not within the bar of the House when the question was put. — April 7, 
1780. When the roll-call is completed, the Speaker shall state that any 
member offering to vote does so upon the assurance that he was within 
the bar before the last name on the roll was called. — March 19, 1869 : 
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Frovidedj however^ That any member who was absent by leave of the 
House may vote at any time before the result is announced. — March 2, 
1865. It is not in order for the Speaker to entertain any request for a 
member to change his vote on any question after the result shall have been 
declared, nor shall any member be allowed to record his vote on any 
question if he was not present when such vote was taken. — May 27, 
1870. 

30. Upon a division and count of the House on any question, no 
member without the bar shall be counted. — November 13, 1794. 

31. Every member who shall be in the House when the question is 
put shall give his vote unless the House shall excuse him. — April 7, 
1789. All motions to excuse a member from voting shall be made before 
the House divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays is commenced; 
and the question shall then be taken without debate. — September 14, 
1837. 

32. The name of the member who presents a petition or memorial, or 
who offers a resolution to the consideration of the House, shall be in- 
serted on the journals. — March 22, 1806. 

33. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House 
unless he have leave, or be sick, or unable to attend. — April 13, 1789. 

OF CALLS OF THE HOUSE. 

34. Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there be one) 
shall be authorized to compel the attendance of absent members. — April 
17, 1789. 

35. Upon calls of the House, or in taking the yeas and nays on any 
question, the names of the members shall be called alphabetically.— 
April 7, 1789. 

36. Upon the call of the House, the names of the members shall be 
called over by the Clerk, and the absentees noted ; after which the 
names of the absentees shall again be called over; the doors shall then 
be shut, and those for whom no excuse or insufficient excuses are made 
may, by order of those present, if fifteen in number, be taken into cus- 
tody as they appear, or may be sent for and taken into custody, wher- 
ever to be found, by special messengers to be appointed for that pur- 
pose. — November 13, 1789, and December 14, 1795. 

37. When a member shall be discharged from custody, and admitted 
to his seat, the House shall determine whether such discharge shall be 
with or without paying fees; and in like manner, whether a delinquent 
member, taken into custody by a special messenger, shall or shall not 
be liable to defray the expense of such special messenger. — November 
13, 1794. 

OF MOTIONS, THEIR PRECEDENCE, ETC. 

38. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the 
Speaker; or being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair and read 
aloud by the Clerk, before debated. — April 7, 1789. 

39. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or any 
member desire it. — April 7, 1789. Every written motion made to the 
House shall be inserted on the journals, "with the name of the member 
making it, unless it be withdrawn on the same day on which it was 
submitted.— Mtxrc^ 26, 1806. 

40. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, it 
shall be deemed to be in the possession of the House, but may be with- 
drawn at any time before a decision or amendment. — April 7, 1789.

41. When any motion or proposition is made, the question " Will the 
House now cousider itP shall not be put unless it is demanded by some 
member, or is deemed necessary by the Speaker. — December 12, 1817. 

42. AVhen a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to 
a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely; which sev- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are ar- 
ranged — March 13, 1822; and no motion to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall be again 
allowed on the same day, and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 

43. AVhen a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made to refer any 
subject, and different committees shall be proposed, the question shall 
be taken in the following order: 

The Committee of the AVhole House on the state of the Union; the 
Committee of the Whole House; a Standing Committee; a Select Com- 
mittee.— Jlfarcfe 13, 1822. 

44. A motion to adjourn, and a motion to fix the day to which the 
House shall adjourn, shall be always in order — April 7, 1789, and Janu- 
ary 14, 1840; these motions, and the motions to lie on the table, shall 
be decided without debate. — Xovember 13, 1795; March'lSj 1822. 

45. The hour at which every motion to adjourn is made shall be en- 
tered on the journal. — October 9, 1837. 

46. Any member may call for the division of a question, before or after 
(hemain question is ordered ^ which shall be divided, if it comprehend propo- 
sitions in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, a substan- 
tive i>roposition shall remain for the decision of the House. — September 
15, 1837. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble — December 23, 1811 ; but a motion to strike out being lost, shall pre- 
clude neither amendment nor a motion to strike out and insert. — March 
13, 1822. 

47. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of the 
House. — April 7, 1789. 

48. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. — March 13, 
1822. No bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing 
thereto, or incorporating therewith, any other bill or resolution pending 
before the House. — September 15, 1837. 

49. When a motion has been once made, and carried in the affirmative 
or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority to move 
for the reconsideration thereof — January 7, 1802 — on the sam^ or succeed- 
ing day — December 23, 1811 ; and such motion shall take precedence of 
all other questions, except a motion to adjourn — May 6, 1828 — and shall 
not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without the consent of 
the House ; and thereafter any member may call it up for consideration. — 
March 2, 1848. 

50. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
first put.— April 7, 1789. 

ORDER OF il^USINESS OF THE DAY. 

51. As soon as the journal is read, and the unfinished business in 
which the House was engaged at the last preceding adjournment has 
been disposed of, reports from committees shall be called for and dis- 
posed of; in doing which the Speaker shall call upon each standing 
committee in regular order, and then upon select committees; and if the 
Speaker shall not get through the call upon the committees before the 
House passes to other business, he shall resume the next call where he 
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left off — September 15, 1837 — giving preference to the report last under 
consideration : Provided^ That whenever any committees shall have occu- 
pied the morning hour on two days, it shall not be in order for such 
committee to report further until the other committees shall have been 
called in their turn. — December 7, 1857. 

52. Eeports from committees having been presented and disposed of, 
the Speaker shall call for resolutions from the members of each State 
and delegate from each Territory, beginning with Maine and the Terri- 
tory last organized, alternately; and they shall not be debated on the 
very day of their being presented, nor on any day assigned by the House 
for the receipt of resolutions, unless where the House shall direct other- 
wise, but shall lie on the table, to be taken up in the order in which 
they were presented; and if on any day the whole of the States and 
Territories shall not be called, the Speaker shall begin on the next day 
where he left off the previous day: Provided^ That no member shall offer 
more than one resolution, or one series of resolutions, all relating to the 
same subject, until all the States and Territories shall have been called.— 
January 14, 1829. 

53. A proposition requesting information from the President of the 
United States, or directing it to be furnished by the head of either of the 
Executive Departments, or by the Postmaster General, shall lie on the 
table one day for consideration, unless otherwise ordered by the unani- 
mous consent of the House — December 13, 1820; and all such proposi 
tions shall be taken up for consideration in the order they were presented, 
immediately after reports are called for from select committees; and 
when adopted, the Clerk shall cause the same to be delivered.— cTawMf^/ 
22^ 1822. 

54. After one hour shall have been devoted to reports from commit- 
tees and resolutions, it shall be in order, pending the consideration or 
discussion thereof, to entertain a motion that the House do now proceed 
to dispose of the business on the Speaker's table, and to the orders of 
the day — January 5, 1832; which being decided in the affirmative, the 
Speaker shall dispose of the business on his table in the following order, 
viz: 

1st. Messages and other Executive communications. 

2d. Messages from the Senate, and amendments proposed by the Sen- 
ate to bills of the House. 

3d. Bills and resolutions from the Senate on their first and second 
reading, that they be referred to committees and put under way; bnt 
if, on being read a second time, no motion being made to commit, they 
are to be ordered to their third reading, unless objection be made; in 
which case, if not otherwise ordered by a majority of the House, they 
are to be laid on the table in the general file of bills on the Speaker's 
table, to be taken up in their turn. 

4th. Engrossed bills and bills from the Senate on their third reading. 

5th. Bills of the House and from the Senate, on the Speaker's table, 
on their engrossment, or on being ordered to a third reading, to be taken 
up and considered, in the order of time in which they passed to a second 
reading. 

The messages, communications, and bills on his table having been 
disposed of, the Speaker shall then proceed to call the orders of the 
day. — September 14, 1837. 

h^. The business specified in the 54th and 130th rules shall be done at 
no other part of the day, except by permission of the House. — December 
23, 1811. 

56. The consideration of the unfinished business in which the House 
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may be engaged at an adjournment shall be resumed as soon as the 
journal of the next day is read, and at the same time each day there- 
after until disposed of; and if, from any cause, other business shall inter- 
vene, it shall be resumed as soon as such other business is disposed of. 
And the consideration of all other unfinished business shall be resumed 
whenever the class of business to which it belongs shall be in order 
under the rules. — March 16, 1860. 

OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

57. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfally address 
himself to "Mr. Speaker" — April 7, 1789 — and shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and avoid personality. — December 23, 1811. 

58. Members may address the House or committee from the Clerk's 
desk, or from a place near the Speaker's chair. 

59. When two or more members hai)pen to rise at once, the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak. — April 7, 1789. 

60. No member shall occupy more than one hour in debate on any 
question in the House, or in committee 5 but a member reporting the 
measure under consideration from a committee may open and close the 
debate: Provided^ That where debate is closed by order of the House, 
any member shall be allowed, in committee, five minutes to explain any 
amendment he may offer — December 18, 1847 — after which any member 
who shall first obtain the floor shall be allowed to speak five minutes in 
opposition to it, and there shall be no further debate on the amend- 
ment ; but the same privilege of debate shall be allowed in favor of and 
against any amendment that may be offered to the amendment; and 
neither the amendment nor an amendment to the amendment shall be 
withdrawn by the mover thereof, unless by the unanimous consent of 
the committee — August 14, 1850 : Provided further , That the House may, 
by the vote of a majority of the members present, at any time after the 
five minutes' debate has taken place upon proposed amendments to any 
section or paragraph of a bill, close all debate upon such section or 
paragraph, or, at their election, upon the pending amendments only-^ — 
March 19, i860. 

61. K any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order ; in 
which case, the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide 
on the case, but without debate. If there be no appeal, the decision of 
the Chair shall be submitted to; if the decision be in favor of the mem- 
ber called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise^ he 
shall not be permitted to proceed^ in case any member object^ without leave of 
the Hou^e; and if the case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of 
the Uouoe.— April 7, 1789, and March 13, 1822. 

62. If a member be called to order for words spoken in debate, the 
person calling him to order shall repeat the words excepted to, and they 
shall be taken down in writing at the Clerk's table; and no member 
shall be hehl to answer, or be subject to the censure of the House, for 
words spoken in debate, if any other member has spoken, or other busi- 
ness has intervened, alter the words spoken, and before exception to 
them shall have been taken. — September 14, 1837. 

63. No member shall speak more than once to the same question 
without leave of the House — April 7, 1789 — unless he be the mover, 
proposer, or introducer of the matter pending; in which cajSe he shall

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be permitted to speak in reply, but not until every member choosing to 
Bpeak shall have spoken. — January 14, 1840. 

04. If a question depending be lost by adjournment of the House, and 
revived on the succeeding day, no member who shall have spoken on 
the preceding day shall be permitted again to speak without leave.— 
April 7, 1789. 

65. While the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing the 
House, none shall walk out of or across the House 5 nor in such case, 
or when a member is speaking, shall entertain private discourses; nor, 
while a member is speaking, shall pass between him and the Chair.— 
April 7, 1789. Every member shall remain uncovered during the ses- 
sion of the House. — September 14, 1837. !Ko member or other person 
shall visit or remain by the Olerk^s table while the ayes and noes are 
calling or ballots are counting. — September 14, 1837. Smoking is pro- 
hibited within the bar of the House or gallery. — February 28, 1871. 

66. All questions relating to the priority of business to be acted on 
shall be decided lyithout debate. — February 21, 1803. 

OF COMMITTEES. 

67. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless other- 
wise specially directed by the House, in which case they shall l>e ap- 
pointed by ballot; and if upon such ballot the number required shall 
not be elected by a majority of the votes given, the House shall proceed 
to a second ballot, in which a plurality of votes shall prevail; and Id 
case a greater number than is required to compose or complete a com- 
mittee shall have an equal number of votes, the House shall proceed to 
a further ballot or ballots. — January 13, 1790. 

63. The first named member of any committee shall be^the chairman: 
and in his absence, or being excused by the House, the next named 
member, and so on, as often as the case shall happen, unless the com- 
mittee, by a majority of their number, elect a chairman. — December 28, 
1805. 

69. Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee 
at the time of his appointment, if he is then a member of two other 
committees. — April 13, 1789. 

70. It shall be the duty of a committee to meet on the call of any two 
of its members, if the chairman be absent, or decline to appoint such 
meeting. — December 20, 1805. 

71. The several standing committees of the House shall have leave to 
report by bill or otherwise. — March 13, 1822. 

72. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House without 
special leave. — November 13, 1794. 

73. No committee shall be permitted to employ a clerk at the public 
expense without first obtaining leave of the House for that purpose.— 
December 14, 1838. 

74. Thirty-four standing committees shall be appointed at the com 
mencement of each Congress, viz:

75. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Elections to examine and 
report upon the certificates of election, or other credentials, of the mem- 
bers returned to serve in this House; and to take into their considera- 
tiott all such petitions and other matters touching elections and returns 
us shall or may be presented or come into question and be referred to 
them by the House. — November 13, 1789; November 13, 1794. 

76. It shall be tbe duty of the Committee on Appropriations to take 
into consideration all such reports of the Treasury Department, and all 
snch propositions relative to the revenue, as may be referred to them by 
tbe House; to inquire into the state of the public debt or the revenue, 
and of the expenditure; and to report from time to time their opinion 
thereon. — January 7, 1802.

81. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Post Office and Post

the said establishment. — March 13, 1822. 

^. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Militia to take into 
consideration and report on all subjects connected with the organizing, 
arming, and disciplining the militia of the United States. — December 10, 
1835. 

89. It shall be the duty of the Committee on [N^aval Affairs to take 
into consideration all matters which concern the naval establishment, 
and which shall be referred to them by the House, and to report their 
opinion thereupon ; and also to report, from time to time, such measures 
as may contribute to economy and accountability in the said establish- 
ment. — March 13, 1812. 

90. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Foreign Affairs to take 
into consideration all matters which concern the relations of the United 
States with foreign nations, and which shall be referred to them by the 
House, and Xo report their opinion on the same. — March 13, 1822. 

91. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Territories to examine 
into the legislative, civil, and criminal proceedings of the Territories, 
and to devise and report to the House such means as, in their opinion, 
may be necessary to secure the rights and privileges of residents and 
non-residents. — December 13, 1825. 

92. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Eevolutionary Pensions 
to take into consideration all such matters respecting pensions for ser- 
vices in the revolutionary war, other than invalid pensions, as shall be 
referred to them by the House. — January 10, 1831. 

93. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Invalid Pensions to take 
into consideration all such matters respecting invalid pensions as shall 
be referred to them by the House. — January 10, 1831. 

94. It shall be^ the duty of the Committee on Eoads and Canals* to 
take into consideration all such petitions and matters or things relating 
to roads and canals, and the improvement of the navigation of rivers, as 
shall be presented, or may come in question, and be referred to them by 
the House; and to report thereupon, together with such propositions 
relative thereto as to them shall seem expedient. — December 15, 1831. 

95. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Patents to consider all 
subjects relating to patents which may be referred to them, and report 
their opinion thereon, together with such propositions relative thereto 
as may seem to them expedient. — December 15, 1837. 

96. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds to consider all subjects relating to the public edifices and 
grounds within the city of Washington, and all the public buildings con- 
structed by the United States, which may be referred to them, and report 
their opinion thereon, together with such propositions relating thereto 
as may seem to them expedient. — September 15, 1837 ; March 10, 1871.

98. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Accounts to superinteml 
and control the expenditures of the contingent fund of the Hon^e of 
Eepresentatives — December 17, 1805 ; also to audit and settle all accounts 
which may be charged thereon. — December 23, 1811. 

99. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Mileage to ascertain and 
report the distance to the Sergeant-at-arms for which each member shall 
receive pay. — September 15, 1837. 

100. There shall be referred by tlie Clerk to the members of the Commt- 
tee on Printing on the part of the House all drawings, maps, charts, or 
other papers which may at any time come before the House for engrav- 
ing, lithographing, or publishing in any way ; which committee shall 
report to the House whether the same ought, in their opinion, to be pub- 
lished; and if the House order the publication of the same, that said 
committee shall direct the size and manner of execution of all such 
maps, charts, drawings, or other papers, and contract, by agreement, in 
writing, for all such engraving, lithographing, printing, drawing* and 
coloring as may be ordered by the House ; which agi*eement, in writ-

101. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills — Marc\

102. Seven additional standing committees shall be appointed at 
the commencement of the first session in each Congress, whose duties 
shall continue until the first session of the ensuing Congress — March 
30, 1816— 

To consist of five mejnhers each. 

1. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures 
as relates to the Department of State ; 

2. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures 
as relates to the Treasury Department ; 

3. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures 
as relates to the Department of War ; 

4. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures 
as relates to the Department of the Navy ; 

5. A committee on so much of the public accounts and exi)enditui'e8 
as relates to the Post Office ; 

6. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures 
as relates to the Public Buildings ; and 

7. A committee on so much of tlie public accounts and expenditiires 
as relates to the Interior Department. 

103. It shall be the duty of the said committees to examine into the 
state of the accounts and expenditures respectively submitted to them, 
and to inquire and report particularly — 

Whether the expenditures of the respective departments are justified 
by law ; 

Whether the claims from time to time, satisfied and discharged by tbe 
respective departments, are supported by sufficient vouchers, establish- 
ing their justness both as to their character and amount ; 

Whether such claims have been discharged out of funds appropriated 
therefor ; aiid whether all moneys have been disbursed in conformity 
with appropriation laws 5 and 

Whether any, and what, provisions are necessary to be ad(^ted to

provide more perfectly for the proper applicatioD of the public moneys, 
and to secure the Government from demands unjust in their character 
or extravagant in their amount. 

And it shall be, moreover, the duty of the said committees to report, 
from time to time, whether any, and what, retrenchment can be made 
in the expenditures of the several departments without detriment to the 
public service; whether any, and what, abuses at any time exist in the 
failure to enforce the payment of moneys which may be due to the 
United States from public defaulters or others; and to report, from time 
to time, such provisions and arrangements as may be necessary to add 
to the economy of the several departments and the accountability of 
their officers. — March 30, 1816. 

It shall be the duty of the several committees on public expenditures 
to inquire whether any officers belonging to the branches, or depart- 
ments, respectively, concerning whose expenditures it is their duty to 
inquire, ave become useless or unnecessary; and to report, from time 
to time, on the expediency of modifying or abolishing the same; also, 
to examine into the pay and emoluments of all officers under the laws of 
the United States; and to report, from time to time, such a reduction or 
increase thereof as a just economy and the public service may require. — 
February 19, 1817. 

OF COMMITTEES OF THE WHOLE. 

104. The House may at any time, by a vote of the majority of the 
members present, suspend the rules and orders for the purpose of going 
into the Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union ; and 
also for providing for the discharge of the Committee of the Whole House 
and the Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union — Jan- 
itary 25, 1848 — from the further consideration of any bill referred to it, 
after acting without debate on all amendments pending and that may 
be offered. — March 11, 1844. 

105. In forming a Committee of the Whole House» the Speaker shall 
leave his chair, and a chairman, to preside in committee, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker. — April 7, 1789. 

106. Whenever the Committee of the Whole on the state of the Union, 
or the Committee of the Whole House, finds itself without a quorum, 
the chairman shall cause the roll of the House to be called, and there- 
upon the committee shall rise, and the chairman shall report the names 
of the absentees to the House, which shall* be entered on the journal. — 
December 18, 1847. 

107. Upon bills committed to a Committee of the Whole House, the 
bill shall be first read throughout by the Clerk, and then again read 
and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last considered; the 
body of the bill shall not be defaced or interlined; but all amendments, 
noting the page and line, shall be duly entered by the Clerk on a sepa- 
rate paper^ as the same shall be agreed to by the committee, and so 
reported to the House. After report the bill shall again be subject to 
be debated and amended by clauses before a question to engross it be 
taken.— Aprii 17, 1789. 

108. All amendments made to^an original motion in committee shall 
be incorporated with the motion and so reported. — April 7, 1789. 

109. All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee of 
the Whole House shall be noted, and reported, as in the case of bills^— 
April 7, 1789. 

110. No motion or proposition for a tax or charge upon the people 
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shall be discussed the day on which it is made or offered, and every such 
proposition shall receive its first discussion in a Committee of the Whole 
House. — November 13, 1794. 

111. No sum or quantum of tax or duty, voted by a Committee of the 
Whole House, shall be increased in the House until the motion or prop- 
osition for such increase shall be first discussed and voted in a Com- 
mittee of the Whole House, and so in respect to the time of its continu- 
ance. — November 13, 1794. 

112. All proceedings touching appropriations of money shall be first 
discussed in a Committee of the Whole House. — November 13, 1794. 

113. The rules and proceedings in the House shall be observed in a 
Committee of the Whole House, so far as they may be applicable, except 
the rule of limiting the time of speaking — April 7, 1789: but no mem- 
ber shall speak twice to any question until every member choosing to 
speak shall have spoken. — December 18, 1805. 

114. In Committee of the Whole on the state of the Union the bills 
shall be taken up and disposed of in their order on the calendar; but 
when objection is made to the consideration of a bill, a majority of the 
committee shall decide, without debate, whether it shall be taken up 
and disposed of, or laid aside : Provided, That general appropriation bills, 
and, in time of war, bills for raising men or money, and bills concerning 
a treaty of peace, shall be preferred to all other bills, at the discretion 
of the committee; and when demanded by any member, the question 
shall first be put in regard to them— July 27, 1848; and all debate on 
special orders shall be confined strictly to the measure under considei-a- 
tiou.— March 16, 1860. 

OF BILLS. 

115. Every bill shall be introduced on the report of a committee, or 
by motion for leave. In the latter case, at least one day's notice shall 
be given of the motion in the House, or by filing a memorandum thereof 
with the Clerk, and having it entered on the journal; and the motion 
shall be made, and the bill introduced, if leave is given, when resolu- 
tions are called for; such motion, or the bill when introduced, maybe 
committed.— April 8, 1789 ; S^tember 15, 1837 ; and March 2, 1838. But 
the Speaker shall not entertain a motion for leave to introduce a bill or 
joint resolution for the establishment or change of post routes, and all 
propositions relating thereto shall be referred, under the rule, like peti- 
tions and other papers, to the appropriate committee. — May 5, 1870. 

116. Every bill shall receive three separate readings in the House 
previous to its passage; and bills shall be dispatehed in order as they 
were introduced, unless where the House shall direct otherwise; but 
no bill shall be twice read on the same dav without special order of the 
noum.— April 7, 1789. 

117. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if oppo- 
sition be made to it, the question shall be, " Shall this bill be rejected!'' 
If no opposition be made, or if the question to reject be negatived, the 
bill shall go to its second reading without a question. — April 7, 1789. 

118. Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state it as 
ready for commitment or engrossment; and if committed, then a ques- 
tion shall be whether to a select or standing committee, or to a Commit- 
tee of the Whole House; if te a Committee of the Whole House, the 
House shall determine on what day — November 13, 1794; if no motiou 
be made to commit, the question shall be stated on its engrossment, 
and if it be not ordered to be engrossed on the day of its being reported* 
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it shall be placed on the general file on the Speaker's table, to be taken 
up in order. — September 14, 1837. But if the bill be ordered to be en- 
grossed, the House shall appoint the day when it shall be read the third 
time. — Koveinher 13, 1794. 

119. General appropriation bills shall be in order in preference to any 
other bills of a public nature, unless otherwise ordered by a majority of 
the House. — September 14, 3837. And the House may, at any time, by 
a vote of a majority of the members present, make any of the general 
appropriation bills a special order. — March 16, 1860. 

120. No appropriation shall be reported in such general appropriation 
bills, or be in order as an amendment thereto, for any expenditure not 
previously authorized by law — September 14, 1837 — unless in continua- 
tion of appropriations for such public works and objects as are already 
in progress, and for the contingencies for carrying on the several de- 
partments of the Government. — March 13, 1838. 

121. Upon the engrossment of any biU making appropriations of money 
for works of internal improvement of any kind or description, it shall be 
in tlie power of any member to call for a division of the question, so as 
to take a separate vote of the House upon each item of improvement or 
appropriation contained in said bill, or upon such items separately, and 
others collectively, as the members making the call may specify ; and 
if one-fifth the members present second said call, it shall be the duty of 
the Speaker to make such di\isions of the question, and put them to 
vote accordingly. — February 26, 1846. 

122. The bills from the Court of Claims shall, on being laid before the 
House, be read a first and second time, committed to a Committee of 
the Whole House, and, together with the accompanying reports, printed. 
-.VarcA 16, 1860. 

123. A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill shall have 

precedence of a motion to amend; and, if carried, shall be considered 

equivalent to its rejection. — March 13, 1822. Whenever a bill is reported 

from a Committee of the Whole with a recommendation to strike out 

tlie enacting words, and such recommendation is disagreed to by the 

House, the bill shall stand* recommitted to the said committee without 

further action by the House. — March 16, 1860. But before the question 

of concurrence is submitted, it is in order to entertain a motion to refer 

the bill to any committee of the House, with or without instructions, 

and when the same is again reported to the House, it shall be referred 

to the Committee of the Whole, without debate, and resume its original 

place on the calendar. — May 26, 1870. 

124. After commitment and report thereof to the House, or at any 
time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted — April 7, 1789; and 
should such recommitment take place after its engrossment, and an 
amendment be reported and agreed to by the House, the question shaU 
be again put on the engrossment of the bill. — March 16, 1860. 

125. All bills ordered to be engrossed shaU be executed in a fair round 
h2k\i^.— April 7, 1789.* 

126. No amendment by way of rider shall be received to any bill on 
its third reading. — April 8, 1814. 

127. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting 
the day of its passage at the foot thereof. — April 7, 1789. 

LOCAL OR PRIVATE •BUSINESS. 

128. Friday and Saturday in every week shall be set apart for the 
eousideration of private bills and private business, in preference to any 
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other, unless otherwise determined by a majority of the House.— Janiz- 
ary 22, 1810, and January 26, 1826. 

129. On the first and fourth Friday and Saturday of each month the 
calendar of private bills shall be called over, (the chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House commencing the call where he left off the 
previous day,) and the bills to the passage of which no objection shall 
then be made shall be first considered and disposed of.— January 25, 

1839. But when a bill is again reached, after having been once objected 
to, the committee shall consider and dispose of the same, unless it shall 
again be objected to by at least five members. — March 16, 1860. 

OF BILLS ON LEAVE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

130. All the States and Territories shall be called for bills on leave 
and resolutions every Monday during each session of Congress ; and, if 
necessary to secure, the object on said days, all resolutions which shall 
give rise to debate' shall lie over for discussion, under the rules of the 
House already established; and the whole of said ddy shall be appro- 
priated to bills on leave and resolutions, until all the States and Terri- 
tories are called through. — February 6, 1838. And the Speaker shall 
first call the States and Territories for bills on leave, and all bills so in- 
troduced during the first hour after the journal is read shall be referred, 
without debate, to their appropriate committees: Frovided, however, 
That a bill so introduced and referred shall not be brought back intotbe 
House upon a motion to reconsider — March 16, 1860 ; and on said cill, 
joint resolutions of Stato and territorial legislatures, for printing and 
reference, may be introduced. — January 11, 1867. 

OP PETITIONS AND MEMORIALS. 

131. Members having petitions and memorials to present may hand 
them to the Clerk, indorsing the same with their names, and the refer- 
ence or disposition to be made thereof; and such petitions and memo- 
rials shall be entered on the journal, subject* to the control and direction 
of the Speaker; and if any petition or memorial be so handed in, which, 
in the judgment of the Speaker, is excluded by the rules, the same 
shall be returned to the member from whom it was received. — March 2Qj 
1842. 

OF THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

132. The previous question shall be in this form: "Shall the main 
question be now put?'' — April 7, 1789. It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members premnt— February 24, 1812; 
and its eftects shall be to put an end to all debate, and to bring the 
House to a direct vote upon a motion to commit, if such motion shall 
have been made ; and if this motion does not prevail, then upon amend- 
ments reported by the committee, if any ; then — August 5, 1848— upon 
pending amendments, and then upon the main question.— January 14, 

1840. But its only effect, if a motion to postpone is pending, shall be 
to bring the House to a vote upon such motion. Whenever the House 
shall refuse to order the main question, the consideration of the subject 
shall be resumed as though no motion for the previous question had 
been made. The House may also, at any time, on motion seconded by 
a majority of the members present, close all debate upon a pending 
amendment, or an amendment thereto, and cause the question to bepnfc 
thereon ; and this shall not preclude any further amendment or debate 
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npon the bill. A call of the House shall not be in order after the pre- 
\ioas question is seconded, unless it shall appear, upon an actual count 
by the Speaker, that no quorum is present. — March 16, 1860. 

133. On a previous question there shall be no debate. — December 17, 
1805. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made 
for the previous question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, 
whether on a-ppeal or otherwise, without debate. — September 15, 1837. 

OF ADMISSION ON THE FLOOR. 

134. No x>erson, except members of the Senate, their Secretary, heads 
of departments, the President's private secretary, foreign ministers, the 
governor for the time being of any State, Senators and Representatives 
elect, judges of the Supreme Court of the United States and of the Court 
of Claims, and such persons as have by name received the thanks of 
Congress, shall be admitted within the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives — March 15, 1867 — or any of the rooms upon the same floor and open- 
ing into the same-^March 2, 1865: Provided j That ex-members of Con- 
gress, who are not interested in any claim pending before Congress, and 
shall so register themselves, may also be admitted within the hall of the 
House; and no persons, except "those herein specified, shall at any time 
be admitted to the floor of the House. — March 15, 1867. 

OF REPORTERS. 

I 

135. Stenographers and reporters, other than the official reporters of 
the House, wishing to take down the debates, may be admitted by the 
Speaker to the reporters' gallery over the Si>eaker's chair, but not on 
tie floor of the House; but no person shall be allowed the privilege of 
said gallery under the character of a stenographer or reporter without 
a written permission of the Speaker, specifying the part of said gallery 
assigned to him; nor shall said stenogTapher or reporter be admitted to 
said gallery unless he shaU state in writing for what paper or papers he 
is employed to report; nor shall he be so admitted, or, if admitted, be 
suffered to retain his seat, if he shall be or become an agent to prosecute 
any claim pending before Congress; and the Speaker shall give his 
written permission with this condition. — December 23, 1857. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS OF THE SESSION. 

136. After six days from the commencement of a second or subse- 
quent session of any Congress, all bills, resolutions, and reports which 
origiuated in the House, and at the close of the next preceding session 
remained undetermined, shall be resumed and acted on in the same man- 
ner as if an adjournment had not taken place. — March 17, 1848. And 
all business before committees of the House at the end of one session 
shall be resumed at the commencement of the next session of the same 
^i»gres8 as if no adjournment had taken place. — March 16, 1860. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

137. Whenever confidential communications are received from the 
President of the United States, the House shall be cleared of all per- 
sons except the members. Clerk, Sergeant-at-arms, and Doorkeeper, and 
^continue during the reading of such communications, and (unless 
otuerwise directed by the House) during all debates and proceedings to 
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be had thereon. And when the Speaker, or any other member, shall 
inform the House that he has communications to make which he con- 
ceives ought to be kept secret, the House shall in like manner be cleared 
till the communication be made; the House shall then determine whether 
the matter communicat4?d requires secrecy or not, and take order accord- 
ingly. — February 17, 1792, and December 30, 1793. 

138. The rule for paying witnesses summoned to appear before this 
House, or either of its committees, shall be as follows : For each day a 
witness shall attend, the sum of two dollars; for each mile he shall 
travel in coming to or going from the place of examination, the sum 
of ten cents each way; but nothing shall be paid for traveling home 
when the witness has been summoned at the place of trial. — June 5, 1832. 

139. Maps accompanying documents shall not be printed, under the 
general order to print, without the special direction of the House. — March 
2, 1837, and September 11, 1837. 

140. No extra compensation shall be allowed to any oflftcer or messen- 
ger, page, laborer, or other person in the service of the House, or 
engaged in or about the public grounds or buildings; and no person 
shall be an oflBcer of the House, or continue in its employment, who 
shall be an agent for the prosecution of any claim against the Govern- 
ment, or be interested in such claim otherwise than an original claim- 
ant; and it shall be the duty of the Committee of Accounts to inquire 
into and report to the House any violation of this nile. — March 8, 1842. 

141. When the reading of a paj>er is called for, and the same is 
objected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of tlie 
House. — November 13, 1794. 

142. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall not be 
acted upon again during the session. — December 17, 1805. 

143. Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of the 
Senate shall be necessary, shall be read to the House, and laid on the 
table, on a day preceding that in which the same shall be moved, unless 
the House shall otherwise expressly allow. — April 7, 1789. 

144. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's Man- 
ual shall govern the House in all cases to which they are applicable, and 
in which they are not inconsistent with the standing rules and orders of 
the House, and joint rules of the Senate and House of Eepresentatives.— 
September \5jlS37, 

145. No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded or 
changed without one day's notice being given of the motion therefor— 
November 13, 1794; nor shall any rule be suspended, except by a vote of 
at least two-thirds of the members present — March 13, 1822 ; nor shall 
the orderof business, as established by the rules, be postponed or changed, 
except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present; nor sjiall 
the Speaker entertain a motion to suspend the rules, except during the 
last ten days of the session, and on Monday of every week at the expi- 
ration of one hour after the journal is read — April 26, 1828 — unless the 
call of States and Territories for bills on leave and resolutions has been 
earlier concluded, when the Speaker may entertain a motion to suspend 
the rules. — June 8, 1804. 

146. All elections of oflacers of the House, including the Speaker, shall 
be conducted in accordance with these rules, so far as the same are 
applicable; and, pending the election of a Speaker, the Clerk shall pre- 
serve order and decorum, and shall decide all questions of order that 
may arise, subject to appeal to the House. — March 19, 1860. 

147. These rules shall be the rules of the House of Representatives 
of the present and succeeding Congresses, unless otherwise ordered.— 
March 19, 1860.

148. An additional standing committee shall be appointed at tlie com- 
meucemeut of each Congress, whose duties shall continue until the first 
session of the ensuing Congress, to consist of seven members, to be enti- 
tled a Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures; and to this com- 
mittee shall be referred all bills, resolutions, and communications to the 
House upon that subject. — January 21, 1864, and March 2, 1867. 

149. The names of members not voting on any call of the ayes and 
noes shall be recorded in the journal* immediately after those voting in 
the affirmative and negative, and the same record shall be made in the 
CoDgressional GIobe.--f7i/n« 8, 1864. 

150. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Pacific Railroad to 
take into consideration all such petitions and matters or things relative 
to railroads or telegraph lines between the Mississipin Valley and the 
Pacific coast as shall be presented or may come in question and be 
referred to them by the House, and to report their opinion thereon, 
together with such propositions relative thereto as to them shall seem 
ex|)edient. — March 2, 1865. 

151. It shall be Ihe duty of the Committee of Ways and Means to take 
into consideration all reports of the Treasury Department and such 
other propositions relative to raising revenue and providing ways and 
means for the support of the Government as shall be presented or shall 
come in question and be referred to them by the House, and to report 
tlieir opinion thereon by bill or otherwise, as to them shall seem expe- 
dient; and said committee shall have leave to report for commitment at 
any time. — March 2, 1865. 

152. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Banking and Currency 
to take into consideration all propositions relative to banking and the 
currency that shall be presented or shall come in question and be re- 
ferred to them by the House, and to report thereon by bill or otherwise. — 
Jiarcfe 2, 1865. 

153. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Mines and Mining to 
consider all subjects relating to mines and mining that may be referred 
to them, and to report their opinion thereon, together with such propo- 
sitions relative thereto a« may seem to them expedient. — December 19, 
1865. 

154. The allowance of stationery to each member and delegate shall 
be of the value of seventy-five dollars for a long session and forty-five 
dollars for a short session of Congress. — December 19, 1865. [By an act 
of the 2d session 40th Congress, {Sess. Laws^ p. 3,) the limitation of sta- 
tionery, or commutation therefor, is fixed at $125 per session.] 

155. The hall of the House shall not be used for any other purpose 
than the legitimate business of the House, nor shall the Speaker enter- 
tain any proposition to use it for any other purpose, or for the suspen- 
sion of this rule : Provided^ That this shall not interfere with the per- 
formance of divine service therein under the direction of the Speaker, 
or with the use of the same for caucus meetings of the members, or 
ppon occasions where the House may, by resolution, agree to take part 
in any ceremonies to be observed therein. — January 31, 1866. 

156. There shall be appointed at the commencement of each Congress 

a standing committee on Freedmen's Aftairs, to consist of nine mem- 

l>er8, whose duty it shall be to take charge of all matters concerning 

freedmen which shall be referred to them by the House. — December 4, 
1866. ' 

157. When an act shall be approved by the President, the usual num 
her of copies shall be printed for the use of the House. — March 15, 1867* 
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158. Messages from the Senate and the President of the United States, 
giving notice of bills passed and approved, shall be reported forthwith 
from the Clerk's deek.— March 15, 1867. 

159. Estimates of appropriations and all other communications from 
the Executive Departments, intended for the consideration of any of the 
committees of the House, shall be addressed to the Speaker and by him 
submitted to the House for reference.— ifarc^ 15, 1867. 

160. There shall be appointed at each Congress a Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor, to consist of nine members, to whom shall be referred 
all petitions, bills, reports, and resolutions on those subjects, and who 
shall from time to time report thereon. — March 21, 1867. 

161. Pending a motion to suspend the rules the Speaker may enter- 
tain one motion that the House do now adjourn, but after the result 
thereon is announced, he shall not entertain any other dilatory motion 
till the vote is taken on suspension. — February 25, 1868. 



JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 

OF 

THE TWO HOUSES. 



1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one House and 
dissented to in the other, if either ^ouse shall request a conference, and 
appoint a committee for that purpose, and the othier House shall also 
appoint a committee to confer, such committees shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their chairmen, meet in the conference 
chamber, and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Houses for and against the amend- 
ment, and confer freely thereon. — Novetnher 13, 1794. 

2. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the House of 
Kepresentatives, it shall be announced at the door of the House by the 
Doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to»the Chair by the 
person by whom it may be sent. — November 13, 1794. 

3. The same ceremony shall be observed when a messenger shall be 
«ent from the House of Representatives to the Senate. — November 13, 

^ Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of propriety in 
each House may determine to be proper. — November 13, 1794. 

5. While bills are on their passage between the two Houses they shall 
^on paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
House, respectively. — November 13, 1794. 

6. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly enrolled 
on parchment by the Clerk of the House of Representatives or the Sec- 
retary of the Senate, as the bill may have originated in the one or the 
other House, before it shall be presented to the President of the United 
States—J^orewifter 13, 1794. , 

7. When bills are enrolled they shall be examined by a joint commit- 
tee of two from the Senate and two from the House of Representatives, 
appointed as a standing committee for that purpose, who shall carefully 
^mpare the enrollment with the engrossed bills as passed in the two 
Houses, and, correcting any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled 
oill8,make their report forthwith to their respective Houses.— -?r(w?ewifter 
13, 1794, and February 1, 1827. 

8. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the re- 
^^tive Houses, first bv the Speaker of the House of Representatives^ 
then by the President of the Senate.— iV^orm&er 13, 1794. 

^« After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House it shall be 
presented by the said committee to the President of the United States 
lor his approbation, (it being first indorsed on the back of the roll, cer- 
tyying in which House the same originated^ which indorsement shall be 
*»gped by the Secretary or Clerk, as the case may be, of the House in 
^hich the same did originate,) and shall be entered on the journal of 
^^h House. The said committee shall report the day of presentation to 
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the President; which time shall also be carefully entered on the journal 
of each House. — November 13, 1794. 

10. All orders, resolutions, and votes which are to be presented to 
the President of the United States for his approbation shall also, in the 
same manner, be previously enrolled, examined, and signed; and shall 
be presented in the same manner and by the same committee as pro- 
vided in the cases of bills. — November 13, 1794. 

11. When the Senate and House of Representatives shall judge it 
proper to make a joint address to the President, it shall be presented to 
him in his audience-chamber, by the President of the Senate, in the 
presence of the Speaker and both Houses. — November 13, 1794. 

12. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one House is 
rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the House in which 
the same shall have passed. — June 10, 1790. 

13. When a bill or resolution which has been passed in one House 
shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in during the same 
session without a notice of ten da^s, and leave of two-thirds of that 
House in which it shall be renewed. — June 10, 1790. 

14. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
bill or resolution shall be founded. — June 10, 1790. 

15. After each House shall have adhered to their disagreement, a bill 
or resolution shall be lost. — June 10, 1790. 

16. No bill that shall have passed one House shall be sent for concur- 
rence to the other on either of the three last days of the sessious.- 
January 30, 1822. 

17. No bill or resolution that shajl have passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate shall be presented to the President of the 
United States for his approbation on the last dav of the session. — Janv 
uary 30, 1822. 

18. When bills which have passed one House are ordered to be printed 
in the other, a greater number of copies shall not be printed than may 
be necessary for the use of the House making the order.^February 9, 
1829. 

19. No spirituous or malt liquors, or wines, shall be offered for sale, 
exhibited, or kept within the Capitol, or in any room or building con- 
nected therewith, or on the public grounds adjacent thereto. And it 
shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms of the two Houses, under the 
supervision of the presiding officers thereof, respectively, to enforce the 
foregoing provisions. And any officer or employe of either House who 
shall in any manner-violate or connive at the violation of this rule shall 
be dismissed from office. — March 18, 1807. 

20. There shall be a joint Committee on the Library, to consist of 
three members on the part of the Senate and three on the part of the 
House of Representatives, to superintend and direct the expenditure of 
all moneys appropriated for the library, and to perform such other duties 
as are or may be directed by law. — December 7, 1843. 

21. After six days from the commencement of a seccfrid or subsequent 
session of Congress, all bills, resolutions, or reports which originated in 
either House, and at the close of the next preceding session remained 
undetermined in either House, shall be resumed and acted on in the same 
manner as if an adjournment had not taken place. — Au{ju8t 14, 1848. 

22. The two Houses shall assemble in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at the hour of 1 o'clock p. m., ou the second Wednesday in 
February next succeeding the meeting of the electors of President and 
Vice-President of the United States, and the President of the Senate 
shall be their presiding officer ^ one teller shall be appointed on the part 
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of tbe Senate, and two on the part of the House of Eepresentatives, 
to whom shall be handed, as they are opened by the President of the 
Senate, the certificates of the electoral votes 5 and said tellers, having 
read the same in the presence and hearing of the two Houses thus 
assembled, shall make a list of the votes as they shall appear from the 
said certificates ; and the votes having been counted, the result of the 
same shall be delivered to the President of the Senate, who shall there- 
upon announce the State of the vote and the names of the persons, if 
any, elected, which announcement shall be deemed a suflScient declara- 
tion of the persons elected President and Yice-President of the United 
States, and, together with a list of the votes, be entered on the journals 
of the two Houses. 

If, upon the reading of any such certificate by the tellers, any ques- 
tion shall arise in regard to counting the votes therein certified, the 
same having been stated by the presiding ofl&cer, the Senate shall there- 
upon withdraw, and said question shall be submitted to that body for 
its decision 5 and the Speaker of the House of Representatives shall, in 
like manner, submit such question to the House of Representatives for 
its decision. And no question shall be decided affirmatively, and no 
vote objected to shall be counted, except by the concurrent votes of the 
two Houses ; which being obtained, the two Houses shall immediately 
reassemble, and the presiding officer shall then announce the decision 
of the question submitted 5 and upon any such question there shall be 
no debate in either House. And any other question pertinent to the 
object for which the two Houses are assembled may be submitted and 
determined in like manner. 

At such joint meeting of the two Houses seats shall be provided as 
Mows: For the President of the Senate, the "Speaker's chair 5'' for 
tbe Speaker, a chair immediately upon his left ; for the Senators, in the 
body of the hall upon the right of the presiding oflBcer; for the Repre- 
sentatives, in the body of the hall not occupied by the Senators 5 for the 
tellers, Secretary of the Senate, and Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives, at the Clerk's desk 5 for the other officers of the two Houses, in 
front of the Clerk's desk and upon either side of the Speaker's platform. 
Such joint meeting shall not be dissolved until the electoral votes are 
all counted and the result declared ; and no recess shall be taken unless 
a question shall have arisen in regard to counting any of such votes, in 
which case it shall be competent for either House, acting separately in 
the manner hereinbefore provided, to direct a recess not beyond the 
next day at the hour of 1 o'clock p. m. — Febricary 6, 1865.
